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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Applicant has 
argued that a device is "a unit of hardware" or units that are "separately installable and replaceable." However, it is noted that applicants 
claims do not even conform to this definition. The claims state that "a chipset" and "an I/O controller" (both of which are units of hardware) 
are located within "a device" (see claim 8). As shown, Applicant's claimed "device" contains multiple units of hardware (the "chipset" and 
"I/O controller"). Applicant's alleged definition of "device" goes against the properties of the "device" that is currently claimed. The 
Examiner has not limited the term "device" by the definition given by the applicant in the reply filed 10 October 2007, as applicant has not 
limited the claimed "device" by that definition. Therefore, the Examiner's interpretation of the claimed "device" stands. 
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
